Represeaiutives, sad completoly steals 
march upon that uf political achem- 
ers. The political capiital to be ma iu» 
‘factured out of this transaction, is very 
evident; should it succeed, Mr. Tyler. 
considers himself placed even io ah gher 
niche in the esteem of his countrymen. 
than the immortal Jefferson. He, it is 
iruc, purchased Lovisiana, under the 
presure of the Wesie: n excitement. which 
nad it not thus beea allayed, would have 
stormed New O:lsaus by arms, and io- 
volved us ina desperate war with France; 
but Mr. Tyler iatends to do an equally 
important act in the way of acquiring 
‘erritory—unassisted by feeling, aud i, 
sorant of the Senate's intentions. If he 
succeeds, be considers that bo wiil have 
a fair claim upon the gratitude of the 
country in genera!, aad upon the South 
m particular. — 

This matter has long been in agitation 
between Mr Tyler and Mr. Upshur. A

"on consists if giving the necessary 
State reasons that should warrant such 
peecipitate and secret action these reason, 
wave been furnished in detail, by tie 
Texiao authorities, and may be briefly 
Condensed as follows: — 

Unassailed by fore.gn foes, and at 
peace from internal sirifé, Texas finds 
herself unable to maintain her posi‘iou 
among the iadepeudent powers of the 
earth from inherent weakness. She has 
not wealth enough within her Borders tu 
susiain a separate Government, aud 
therefore an imperative necessity compels 
ber to submit her indepeudaoce to sum: 
wealilier power ia Consideratioa of pru- 
tecuion ty be 


‘This necessity, it is sail, has been es- 
tablished to exist; aud if it be trus, lex: 
as must speedily be annexed Ww the Uui 


Great Briain. She is alrcady 
indebted to that country fur pesQuiary 
ases'ance, ani she possesses uo 
uf discharging the debt, unless by the 
surrender of her self. Should novi the 
United States assume the obligation b) 
anvexing het t© our territories! 

ThisTorms the groun] work of the 
State necessity, which it is proposed to 
offer to the Senate in argument tor ihe 
treaty. The reasons why ‘Texas shuuld 
not fall beneath the dominion of grat 
Britain. are, the slave questivn, aud the 
command of New Or:leans wh.ch wouid 
be given to that power in the event of 
war—for by Cescending the Red, Aluba- 
ma, and other strsams, which, bordering 
the north of Texas, empty into the Mis- 
siwipi, and cut off New Orivans from 
succor from above, the enemy would ud. 
tain entire command of the western val. 
ley anJ of the Gulf, to our infinute damage 
und annoyance. Tue valley of the Mis. 
sissippi is accessible in nearly all direc 
tions from the territory of Texas, whicu 
is. in fact a part of ut. and the possession 
of bas been consideredas very de- 
s.radle by all classes of politicians from 
Jefferson to Clay. 

That the South will never peaceably 
behold Texas in possession of Great 
tain and erected icto u non-slave holding 
state, is vory evident. A border warlaie 
oa the subject of runaway. slaves woud 
be raised ip less than thres months after 
any such dispusiiow of matiers; and in 
order to avoid these causes of di-turbance 
‘he treaty is to be urged upon the 
hate notice of the Senate, 

it is, however, probable that the House 
of Represeatatives wiil havea hand 10 the 
‘inal arrangement of the question, be- 
cause the debts of Texas must be agsu- 
med and paid by the United States 
when she is admitted into the Union.

By 
the Mexican revolution. Spsia lust her 
dumipiou over that country, and when 
the iedependencs of Mexico had b en 
recognized (uot by the mother country) 
vy fumigo powers, tiat recognition be- 
came the tasis of her claim upon Texas.

Rat a similar revolution has becn at- 
ten led with the sume results as io 
ice, ths old authori ies hive been subd- 
verted, and a proprivtu:ship has been 
subve:ted forthe old.
